To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

If a summit meeting is held, it 
seems to me that there is a way 

sopen by which our diplomats 
could argue from strength. 

It would require that the U.S. 
realign its policy in the Middle 
East to aid in the historical march 
of peoples toward self-determina- 

- tion, rather than trying vainly to 
win a propaganda war while 
struggling ineptly to maintain the 
status quo. 

The handwriting on the wall 
seems to indicate: (1) That some 
sort of pan-Arab union is inevi- 
table; (2) that Israel will inevi- 
tably expand to its Biblical boun- 
daries, and (3) that the oil-rich 
Arab states can sell their oil more 
we to Europe than to Rus- 
$ia. 

‘Thus the rise of Arab national- 
ism does not mean a knife at the 
“oil jugular” of Europe, unless 
the Arabs wish to commit eco- 
nomic and political suicide. But 

‘they may prefer the embrace of 

the Russian Bear to the policies

So far the partisan division between White 
House and Capitol has seldom been allowed to 
stand in)the way of néeded legislation. This 
was the case, for example, with the defense 
reorganization bill which gives the Secretary 
of Defense clearer authority to direct military 
operations. 

In addition, Congress has passed measures 
for a new civilian agency governing space 


_ exploration, for extension of ufemployment 


benefits (under which 15 states, but not Mis 
souri, have acted), for a speed-up in highway 
building to aid the economy, for Alaskan 
statehood and for a limitation on the secrecy 
privileges of executive agencies. 

Mr. Eisenhower did not get statehood for 
Hawaii; he did not ask for the secrecy bill. 
But in general the Administration can claim 
that it has won much of what it sought, and 
Congress can claim that it has provided most 
of what was needed—so far, 

But the record on legislation is not yet com- 
plete, so claims of progress are premature. 
Several important bills still require action, 
and time is growing short: 


Reciprocal Trade: The Senate cut the House- 
approved extension of the trade program 
from five years to three, and slashed the 
President's maximum tariff-cutting authority 
from 25 to 15 per cent. It is now up to joint 
conferees to rescue the freer trade program 
from the Senate’s restrictionism. 


Foreiqn Aid: This, with the trade and de, 
fense bills, was one of the President’s three 
“imperatives,” and here the House wielded 
the ax. Senate leaders are trying to restore 


nearly $600,000,000 in foreign aid cuts voted ~ 


by the House, with the Middle East crisis 
showing the clear need for aid to under-de- 
veloped countries. 


Aid to Education: The Administration 
dropped its earlier proposal for federal aid for 
school construction, and now its less compre- 
hensive plan for 10,000 college scholarships 
is in trouble. Committees in both House and 
Senate have proposed twice as many scholar- 
ships as the President suggested, but neither 
chamber has acted, and the prospect is touch- 
and-go. 


Welfare Funds: Two Senate investigations 
have proved the advisability of public report- 
ing on the vast sums tied up in welfare and 
pension funds, and the Senate has heeded the 
evidence with a sound bill. But the House 
has yet to act, and some business groups have 
lobbied against placing employer-directed 
funds under the reporting law. 


The Senate labor bill to improve union 
democracy and to prevent racketeering also 
was prompted by long investigation, and is 
generally acceptable to labor and the Admin- 
istration. Yet the bill is mired deeply in the 
House, and party leaders are trying to make 
partisan profit out of a nonpartisan failure. 

Despite the progress already made in its 
long session,-Congress may be judged in good 
measure by. what, it, does in the short time 
left to it. At least four major decisions re- 
main on important legislation. A burst of 
speed, and a charge of responsibility, can 
send these measures to the White House.

One way this might be done is 
through the creation of parking lots in out- 
lying sections of the city. 

If Public Service Co. cannot finance the 
acquisition and development of such lots, as 
it pfobably cannot, then the city ought to. 
The principle already is established in the 
free parking the city offers “park-ride” pa- 
trons in Forest Park. The city gains through 
improved property values that accrue in a 
downtown more accessible to the shopper by 
virtue of those automobiles that are in the 
park, not clogging downtown.

Settled Out of Court 

Devotees of the royal and ancient game 
will be pleased to learn that amateur golfer 
William W. Wacht has given up a legal fight 
to raisé his handicap by five strokes. «> If: 
pressed to a successful conclusion, this law- 
suit by the retired New York real estate 
dealer could have produced devastation in 
clubhouses throughout the land. 


The handicap in golf is designéd to be the : 


great equalizer. It is based ‘on a player's 
average ability and consists of the number 
of strokes deducted from his gross score to 
arrive, at. a net. In Mr. Wacht’s case he 
wanted his handicap lifted from 29 to 34, con- 
tending he fréquently shot as high as 120, 
and was really that bad.. Officers of the 
Pines. Ridge Golf Club near White Plains @r- 
gued that Mr. Wacht did surprisingly well 
in tournament competition—usually in the 
low 90s6—with the result he frequently walked 
off with trophies.

Even though there is no challenging oppo- 
sition to Senator Symington’s renomination 
and apparently not too close a struggle in 
the selection of his Republican opponent, 
there is a ceremonial reason for every voter 
to go to the polls.

FHA for Nursing Homes 


A startling estimate of the extent to which 
the cost of operating nursing homes can be 
reduced by constructing modern facilities has 
been presented by Representative Thomas B. 
Curtis of the Second Missouri District. A 
Missouri nursing home operator advised him, 
he said, that new one-story structures could 
be operated for one third the cost of trying 
to make-do with remodeled old multi-story 
mansions. Mr. Curtis offered this striking 
estimate in testimony to the House Banking 
and Currency committee on a bill to extend 
the benefits of FHA to nursing homes. 

The bill came to the House after passage 
in the Senate. Pointing out that 97 per cent 
of the nursing homes for the elderly in this 
country are privately owned, Representative 
Curtis expressed surprise that FHA incentives 
had not been given to the construction of new 
facilities before now. “‘What we have been 
doing,” he said, “is trying to convert the fa- 
cilities that diready exist to fit their needs, 
or, equally as bad, to distort their needs to fit 
what facilities exist. This does not work, and 
it is costly.” 

We thoroughly agree. Not only FHA en- 
couragement, but Other incentives as well, 
should be given to private, public and charita- 
‘ble agencies to build the kind of homes for 
the elderly that are needed, at the places 
where they are needed, to make their services 
available at reasonable . prices. 


Khrushchev: in Peiping 

Premier Khrushchev’s surprise visit to 
Peiping should have been no surprise. There 
are any number of reasons, both from Rus- 
sia’s point of view and from Red China’s, 
why these two powers should seek to concert 
their views prior to a summit meeting just as 
Britain, France and the United States always 
do—-or try to do. 

If Khrushchév persuaded Mao Tse-tung to 
stand still for a summit meeting within the 
Security Council, he will deserve a medal for 
something. Such a conference not only ex- 
cludes Communist China but it includes Na- 
tionalist China—and the possibility of staying 
home while Chiang Kai-shek attends must be 
galling or worse to the Peiping leaders.

GROSSETO, Italy, Aug. 4 
(AP)—A headless skeleton of 
a four-foot-tall pre-man, found 
600 feet down in an Italian 
soft coal mine, may prove man 
didn’t descend from apes. 

Swiss scientist Dr. Johannes 
Hurzeler of the Basel Museum 
of Natural History sai dtoday 
the skeleton, found after two 
years of digging, pushes the 
beginnings of man back to at 
least 11,000,000 years ago. 

That would mean, he ex- 
plained, that man descended 
contemporaneously with the 
apes—or even before them— 
perhaps from some common an- 
cestor which resembled neith- 


r. 

The previous oldest known 
man was Australopitheous, the 
so-called southern ape found in 
South Africa. He dates back 
only half a million to a million 
years, and the Java and Pekin 
men go back only about 300,000 
years. 

Two miners, Enzo Boccalini, 
and Arzelio Giusarini, found 
the nearly complete skeleton 
last week with its bones jut- 
ting from a coal strata in the 
Bacinello mine, 15 miles north- 
east of Grosseto. 

Found Two Years Ago. 

There scattered bones of 
Oreopitchecus, the new pre- 
man, were found two years ago 
by a team headed by Dr. Hur- 
zeler and Dr. Helmutt de Terra 
of New York's Columbia Uni- 
versity. The name means moun- 
tain ape in Greek. 

Dr. Hurzeler was notified 
immediately of the new discov- 
ery and hurried here to ex- 
amine the skeleton. 

He said it includes the arms 
and legs, spine, ribs and pel-

Skull Disintegrated. 

He said the teeth were man- 
like and the jaw was short and 
vertical, like that of man, in- 


Stead of jutting out like a 
monkey's. 
The first bones of Oreo- 


pithecus were foun din the Ba- 
cinello mine in 1869, almost a 
century ago. Miners did not 
know what they were and only 
the skull was sent to a muse- 
um, at Florence, where it dis- 
integrated to dust. 

Half a century later bones 
from the Bacinello mine were 
sent to the British Museum. 
They were labeled Oreopithe- 
cus but were put aside and not 
studied further until the new 
discoveries here two years ago.

East? For that matter, is the 
United States willing to face up 
to some of the difficult issues 
that must be resolved before 
stability in that area can be 
achieved? 

Response Not Encouraging. 

For some months Hammar 
skjold had been holding explor- 
atory talks with representa- 
tives of the great powers, try- 
ing to interest them in a plan 
for the economic development 
of the Middle East, using oil 
revenue and contributions 
from richer nations outside the 
area. The response by the 
United States has been no 
more than neutral and tenta- 
tive. Britain has been hostile. 
Russia has been non-committal. 

The plan would be admin- 
istered by the U.N., and none 
of the great powers would be 
able to use it to further its 
immediate interests and ambi- 
tions. 

Furthermore, implementa- 
tion of such a plan obviously 
would depend on co-operative 
efforts by the great powers to 
liquidate such old issues as 
the refugee problem and the 
Arab-Israel truce which has 
never become a peace. Some- 
thing would have to be done 
about the inherent instability 
of Jordan and, in general, 
about the problem of encour- 
aging the nationalist ambitions 
of the Arabs into constructive 
channels. 

The Secretary General can 
sée the possibility of gearing 
to an area economic develop- 
ment scheme new international 
arrangements, under U.N. aus- 
pices, giving Europe assur- 
ances that its oil supplies from 
the Middle East would not be 
cut off.

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WHAT NOW SHOULD BE CREDIT POLICY! 


By J. A. 


Livingston 


William McChesney Martin Jr., has a stocky physique 
and a calm temperament. They suit a worriful job. If Martin 


doesn’t have inflation to worry 
isn’t deflation or inflation, it’s 


A year ago, when production 
was still at a high level (145 in 
the Reserve Board index) and 
unemployment was compara- 
tively low (under 3,000,000), 
Martin, as Federal Reserve 
Board chairman, worried about 


Dy a bust. 

Most emphatically the mem- 
bers of the Reserve Board were 
not and are not ready to sub- 
scribe to inflation as a perma- 
nent way of life in America, as 
the new 2 per cent-a-year era. 

Overnight Reversal. 

Then came the recession. The 
Reserve Board fought it with 
easy money. And the Federal 
Government fought the reces- 
sion with accelerated spending 
—public works, better mort- 
gage terms. Then, in April, the 
business decline came to a 
brusque halt. Overnight Mar- 
tin’s worry changed. He musn’t 
let credit flow too freely. 

Unhappily, Secretary of the 
Treasury Anderson puts the 
current year’s deficit at 12 bil- 
lion dollars. So, there won’t 
be any shortage in the supply 
of Government securities — 
bonds, notes, and bills—coming 
to market. The Treasury must 
sell sécurities. 


That would be all right if 
the Reserve were still fight- 
ing a business recession. 
That would be assurance of 
easy money and credit, of a 
strong bond market. But cop- 
per and tire prices have just 
been advanced. Armco Steel 
upped the price of steel, fol- 
lowed by Jones & Laughlin, 
Republic and National. In- 
vestors and speculators, 
therefore, concluded: The 
Reserve would have to fight 
inflation, not abet recovery. 
Credit won’t be easy. 

Long-term government bonds 
did a quick flip-flop. In Oc- 
tober 1957, they were low in 
price, yielding 3.73%. Then, as 
credit eased, prices rose and 
yields fell to nearly 3% in 
April. Now the yield is up to 
3.4%. That’s demoralization. 

The Terrible Dilemma. 

So here’s Martin’s dilemma. 
Industrial production has 
snapped back sharply along 
with hours worked per week. 
Construction contract awards 
in June were the highest ever 


about, it’s deflation. And if it 
just plain flation—as now. 
persons unemployed—too many 
to meet the standards of the 
Employment Act of 1946. Mar- 
tin can’t afford to encourage 
the idea that he’s already on 
the inflation warpath, that 
money will get tight. 

Then no one will want to in- 
vest in bonds, corporations 
won't be able to borrow money. 
The current “depression” in 
corporate spending on plant 
and equipment would deepen. 
Martin doesn’t want interest 
rates to rise sharply. That 
would envelop the economy in 
uneasiness. It would abort 


recovery. 

So, what to do? 

As I see it, first things must 
come first: The Reserve can’t 
be indifferent to a gyrating, 
demoralized U.S. bond market. 
It must fight short-run a- 
tion in the bond market, yet 
make clear that it will fight 
long-term inflation §§ in 
economy. 

Job for a Carpenter. 
In this dual purpose the 

Reserve might serve notice 
that it will try to keep inter- 
est rates down yet limit the 
use of credit for speculative 
purposes. Last January, the Re- 
serve reduced stock market 
margin uirements from 
70% to 50%. Promptly, cus- 
tomers of the New York Stock 
Exchange firms boosted their 
debt from $2,550,000,000, the 
lowest level in 35 months, to 
$3,168,000,000, the highest 
level since 1931. 

Why not raise margin re- 
quirements? That would test 
the recent rise in stock 
prices and also indicate that 
the Reserve intends to check 
inflationary tendencies. And, 
co-ordinately, the Reserve 
Board might lower the dis- 
count rate again—to indicate 
that low money rates are in 
order still. That would re- 
assure the holders of longer- 
term bonds. 

It would not make sense, as 
I see it, for the Reserve to 
intervene—to make massive 
purchases of long-term bonds. 
Then the Reserve Board would 
be the market. Large investors 
—insurance companies, banks, 
etc.—wouldn’t buy bonds when 
they thought they were cheap. 
They'd be always playing a 
game: Guess what the Reserve 
is going to do! 

That wouldn’t be a market

GAINING POWER

CARACAS, Venezuela, Aug. 
4 (AP)—The Communists have 
moved speedily into positions 
in Venezuela where they often 
dictate the acts of the junta 
that overthrew a dictatorship 
last January. 

Their organization is close- 
knit, fast-working and precise. 
Unless their tactics are halted 
soon, the oil-rich nation may 
soon be controlled by the Reds. 

The Communists are respect- 
ed. They have equality with all 
other political parties. They are 
consulted by the government. 


They quickly and easily com- 
mand the power to whip up 
tremendous demonstrations. 
There are Communist party 
members in all the key trade 


the | unions, in businesses and in- 


dustries, in civic and student 
organizations, and in the of- 
fices of government. 

Small but Active. 

The Communist party is 
small, but its agitators are de- 
scending on cities, towns and 
villages in every strategic sec- 
tor of Venezuela, enlisting 
party members. They incite and 
enforce strikes. 

Communist membership 
might reach 100,000 by the end 
of the year. At the moment, 
the party rolls list 26,000 to 


Apparently because the num- 
ber sounds small, the provision- 
al government, headed by R. 
Adm. Wolfgang  Larrazabal, 
waves aside any suggestion the 
Communists constitute a threat 
to Venezuela's “new democ- 
racy.” 

Larrazabal said recently 
Venezuela's Communists were 
patriotic and nationalistic, and 
not the by-product of Moscow’s 
international Communism. 

As he spoke, two kingpins of 
the Venezuelan Communist 
party were in Moscow, pre- 
sumably getting their orders. 

In Larrazabal’s view, the 
Communists helped to over- 
throw the 10-year-long military 
dictatorship of Gen. Marcos Pe- 
rez Jimenez last Jan. 23 and 
therefore are democratic. 

Gr Alarm. 

But outside of Larrazabal’s 
governing five-member mili- 
tary-civilian junta, there is ris-

Even the Roman Catholic 
Church, often the spearhead 
against Communism, is highly 
cautious in Venezuela. Only 
occasionally is there the mildest 
reference to Venezuelan Com- 
munists in the church’s organ, 
La Religion. 

It is a great change from 
seven months ago when the 
Communists were outlawed, 
hunted and generally ignored 
by the Venezuelan people.

balling” ships today in a move 
indicating that the crisis in 
the Middle East is easing. 

Deactivation or “mothball- 
ing” work on 10 ships was 
halted as a _ precautionary 
measure July 16. Today the 
Navy said the work “will now 
proceed as planned.” 

Another 35 ships are sched- 
uled for sidelining in a pro- 
gram that will reduce the 
fleet from 901 to 864 vessels. 
The Navy said decisions on 
these ships “were being de- 
ferred for the present.” 

An exception to- today’s order 
was made on the command 
vessel “Salem,” which the 
Navy said “will remain on full 
active status.” 

The reduction in the fleet 
was scheduled in the Navy's 
budget submitted to Congress. 
Several new vessels are being 
added to replace some of the 
mothballed ships. 


US: TD ADMIT RED 
CHINESE SCIENTISTS 


™ New York Times News Service 

NEW YORK, Aug. 4—Wash- 
ington has agreed to open the 
door part way to scientists 
from Communist China and 
other countries with whom this 
Government has no diplomatic 
relations. 

This became known with the 
approval Saturday by the State 
Department of a long-standing 
proposal to hold the 1961 gen- 
eral assembly of the Interna- 
tional Astronomical Union in 
this country. Communist China 
is a member. 

Nevertheless the State De- 
partment plans to keep the 
chain on the door. It will re- 
commend the admission of 
scientists from such nations to 
international conferences, but 
not, for example, to lecture at 
universities. The final decision, 
under the immigration laws, 
lies with the Attorney General, 
who is expected to follow State 
Department recommendations. 

The 1961 session should be 
an important one on the road 
to space travel. At the 1952 
meeting in Rome, 429 of the 
world’s top astronomers from 
35 countries attended. 

The previous coolness of 
Washington to having the 
meeting here has long been a 
source of concern te American 
scientists. In January, Dr. War- 
ren Weaver, former head of 


the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, 
testified before a Congression- 
al committee that the situation 
had made this country “an in- 
ternational laughing stock.”

In recent years the legisla- 
tive restrictions on visitors to 
the United States have some- 
times forced American agen- 
cies to hold scientific confer- 
ences and symposiums in Can- 
ada. In one instance, a key 
guest, having been a nominal 
member of the Nazi party, was 
ineligible for a visa and hence 
the meeting was held in On- 
tario.

| WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP) 
—A record $4,600,000,000 in 
new construction activity for 
July was reported in prelimi- 


nary estimates by the Depart- 
ments of Commerce and Labor. 

The month’s dollar volume of 
construction showed a seasonal 
rise from June’s $4,400,000,000. 
The July figure was $136,000.- 
000 above the previous record 
for the month, set a year ago. 

For the first seven months of 
this year, construction activity 
amounted to $26,700,000,000, an 
increase of $165,000,000 over 
the corresponding part of 1957. 

The seven-month estimates 
reflect a 5 per cent rise in pub- 
lic construction due primarily 
to increased spending for high- 
ways and military housing. So 
far this year, public construc- 
tion has topped eight billion 
dollars compared with $7,691,- 
000,000 in the first seven 
months of 1957. 

Private construction so far 
this year has totaled $18,600,- 
000,000, down  §$217,000,000 
from a year earlier. Industrial 
construction is off 26 per cent 
so far this year, to $1.561,000,- 
000, and outlays for residental 
buildings have totaled $9,286,- 
000,000, off $36,000,000 from a 
year earlier.

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‘The Untouchables’ Who Smashed Capone 


Federal Agent Tells How He and His Men Crashed Into Breweries in Direct Blow at Gang Empire

With Oscar Fraley 


_This is the first of a se- 
ries telling the inside story 
of how Chicago rose in its 
wrath to beat down the 
growing power of “Scar- 
face Al’ Capone and his 
syndicate. A squad of ag- 
gressive young federal 
agents under the léader- 
ship of Eliot Ness was 
chosen late in 1929, in re- 
sponse to Chicago's plea 
for help, to combat Capone. 
District Attorney George 
E. Q. Johnson gave Ness 
assurance that President 
Hoover was behind Chica- 
go's campaign to loosen 
Capone's grip on the rack- 
ets. 

It took Ness and his 
agents—the untouchables— 
two and a half years to 
land Capone in jail, but it 
was a job that 3000 police 
and numerous prohibition 
agents had failed miserably 
to accomplish. 

After closing the Capone 
case, Ness was named chief 
investigator of prohibition 
for the Chicago area, and 
the next year the _FBI 
moved him to Cincinnati 
to clean up the “Moon- 
shine Mountains” of. Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Ohio. 
In 1935 Ness began an in- 
vestigation of corruption 
in the Cleveland _ police 
department, and in six 
years he forced 200 resig- 
nations and sent a dozen 
high officials to prison. 
Ness died in May 1957. 


IT WAS ITRONIC that our 
first lead came from Colo- 
simo’s, the ill-famed den of 
the late “Big Jim” which since 
1895 had been the hub of the 
Chicago underworld. 

Our first move was to make 
an analysis of how we could 
hurt the Capone mob and its 
income the most. If our little 
group was to make a dent 
where several hundred prohi- 
bition agents and thousands of 
police had failed, a different 
kind of game had to be played. 

An examination of the rec- 
ords of the Prohibition De- 
partment revealed that pris- 
oners had never been taken 
inside a Capone brewery. 

Obviously graft had pro- 
tected these breweries success- 
fully through the years. 

I was soon to learn that this 
was not the only influence 
making it almost an impos- 
sibility to take prisoners. The 
fact was that the Capone 
breweries were manned for 
only about 40 minutes during 
a 24-hour period. 

“It’s a cinch,” I told my 
men, “that the barrels have to 
be used over and over again. 
So what we have to do is track 
those from a speakeasy 
all the way back to the brew- 


Working. on this theory, I 
split my men into pairs and 
sent them to locate a starting 
point and tail the trucks which 
picked up used barrels 
back to the source of supply. 

Joe Leeson and Sam Seager 
were the first pair to have any 
success. 


Excitement put an edge in 
Leeson’s usually calm voice 


“Seager and I. started a 
watch on a load of barrels in 
back of Colosimo’s at about 9 
o'clock last night. We thought 
we were wasting our time but 
about 2 o’clock this morning 
a truck drove up and two men 
loaded the barrels. 

“We followed it all over the 
South Side and it made a num- 
ber of pickups at various 
speakeasies,” Leeson con- 
tinued. “Finally the truck was 
loaded and we tailed it to -

I assumed, of course, that 
they had located a brewery 
and could barely conceal my 
elation.

rank Basile drove me to 
within two blocks of the ad- 
dress. Leeson had managed to 
get a front room on the second 
floor. 

We gathered behind the 
grayish shroud that served as 
a lace curtain and eager 
pointed to a dilapidated fac- 
tory down the street. 

“There she is. But there 
doesn’t seem to be much ac- 
tion.” 

A close inspection wasn’t 
necessary to show that there 
was no action at all under 
way. The place looked as emp- 
ty as a tomb. 

Later, others of my agents 
tracked barrels to the same 
factory. But something didn’t 
smell right. 

For a brewery taking in that 
many empty barrels, there 
should be some action instead 
of the abandoned appearance 
we had observed. 

Suddenly. the scope of the 
Capone operations began to 
dawn on me. 

This was no brewery. It had 
to ‘be a plant used only for 


ign against Capone. 


cleaning barrels. And if we 
raided the factory we would be 
tipping our hand for a collec- 
tion of empty barrels. 

I was impatiently ripe—for a 
mistake — when several days 
later Friel and Robsky burst 
into my office with beaming 
faces and announced that they 
had located a brewery “for 
sure” on Lumber street. 

It was one of a row of ware- 
houses, and on the closed 
wooden double doors was a 
sign that read “Singer Storage 
Co.” J 

The trucks rolled in through 
those doors each night at about 
10, Friel and Robsky reported. 
That would be the time to 
crash in, arrest the operators 
and confiscate the brewery. 

Armed with our sawed-off 
shotguns, crowbars and axes, 
five of us drove into the neigh- 
borhood that night. Friel and 
Robsky circled the block and 
approached the warehouse 
from the back, while Basile 
drove Chapman and me to 
within half a block of the ware- 
house. 


The second my watch hit 
10:15 I swung the ax against 
the lock of those big double 
doérs. The wood splintered 
and Chapman, forcing the 
crowbar into the slight open- 
ing, pried the lock off with a 
rasping snap. But it wasn’t 
that easy. 


Behind the flimsy wooden 
barrier was a steel door. The 
ax clanged harshly on the un- 
yielding metal. Finally, I took 
my .38 Colt from the shoulder 
holster under my left armpit, 
stood back a pace and fired a 
shot into the lock. The door 
still held. 

Then, as I fired another shot 
into the lock, it gave and we 
shouldered through into a vast, 
well-lighted room with a con- 
crete floor. 

Huge vats lined one wall and 
the sour odor of mash filled 
the air. Two large trucks were 
half filled with barrels while 
other barrels stood ready for 
loading. 

But there wasn’t a.soul in 
sight. There wasn’t even a 
sound, except for our panting 
and the hammering at another 
steel door at the back of the 
cavernous room. 

That would be Friel and 
Robsky trying to batter their 
way inside. My voice echoed 
hollowly-as I waved Chapman 
toward the door. 

“Let ‘em in and let’s see 
what we've got here.” 

Well, we had located our first 
brewery. But the birds had 
flown. It was easy to see how. 


A wooden flight of stairs led 
to a door that opened onto the 
roof. While we were attacking 
the wooden double doors on 
the front, with Friel and Rob- 
sky hammering at the rear, 
the drivers and brewery oper- 
ators had simply fled to the 
roof and escaped through an- 
other building by a previously 
planned route. 

By now they would be far 
away, bearing the word that 
finally the law was getting out 
of Capone’s grasp. 

Still, I thought, as I climbed 
down from the empty roof, it 
wasn’t a total loss. 

A survey showed that we had 
confiscated 19 1500-gallon vats, 
two new trucks and 140 barrels 
of beer ready to be shipped. 
Five of the vats were cooling 
tanks filled with beer ready 
to be barreled and delivered. 
The others were filled with 
mash. 

Subsequent investigation set 
the value of the plant at $75,- 
000 with a capacity of 100 bar- 
rels a day. 

It was a start—the first dent 
in the Capone armament. But 
I wasn’t satisfied. We had 
taken no prisoners. I blamed 
myself for not taking my whole 
crew on the raid, covering all 
escape routes and bagging the 
whole lot. 

From now on, I decided, it 
would be different. Each raid 
would be planned with all the 
care of a football coach get- 
ting ready for a big game— 
and I had to come up with 
some method of getting through 
those steel doors more quickly. 

What I needed was a power- 
ful, 10-ton truck with a special 
steel] bumper covering the

whole radiator. Then we could 
crash through the steel doors 
which I assumed must be stand- 
ard equipment at the Capone 


After several days of watch- 
ing I was finally convinced that 
at 1632 South Ciceré was the 
brewery we had been seeking 
and I began to prepare for a 
raid. 

The raid was planned for 5 
a.m., the time the barrel trucks 
should be right in the midst of 
their loading. 

Sam Seager’s detail, storming 
the back, was ordered to at- 
tack on the dot of 5. Mean- 
while, Martin Lahart and his 
roof climbers were to meet the 
truck just a few doors from 
the brewery at 4:59—leaving 
them one minute flat to grab 
their ladders and scale the 
roof. 

Not a single prisoner ever 
had been captured in a raid on 
a Capone brewery. This time, 
I thought as I walked down the 
stairs and out into a crisp, 
star-filled night, it was going to 
be different. 

The second hand swept up 
toward the top of my watch. 
My voice as steady as possible, 
I directed Basile: 

“Hit it, Frank!” 

The truck lurched forward 
with gathering momentum, and 
Basile had it in second gear 
when he spun the wheel as the 
closed doors of the brewery 
rushed toward us. 

I sure hope that bumper does 
the trick—and that those doors 
aren't stronger than we are, I 
was thinking just before we hit 
with a rending crash. 

Splintered wood hurtled down 
on the radiator, while a flying 
fragment etched a spider-web 
design in the windshield glass; 

Then we were through the 
doors, as they gave way with a 
thunderous clap—and my heart 
sank! 

This was no brewery! At 
least it didn’t seem to be, at 
first glance. 

But then I realized that what 
I was looking at was a wooden 
wall, painted black, about two 
truck lengths back from the en- 
trance of the building. 

It had been designed that 
way to give the illusion of a 
vacant garage. The brewery 
had to be behind that false 
wall. 

Pointing forward, I barked at 
Basile: 

“Hit it again! 
through that wall!” 

Frank didn’t question me. He 
threw the truck into low gear, 
and again there was a grinding 
crash, only not as loud this 
time as the black wall collapsed. 

It went down in a shower of 
dust and splinters, as if some 
giant hand had drawn a curtain 
aside to disclose a tableau. 

Five men stood there, frozen. 

As I leaped from the truck 
before it even stopped, rolling, 
one of them, a huge, grizzled 
man, started to reach for the 
gun in his shoulder holster. 

My Colt was in my hand, and 
as he made his move I trig- 
gered a shot over his head. His 
hand dropped away as I shout- 
ed over the hollow echo of the 
sh

“Hold it! This is a Federal 
raid!” 

I was jubilant as I looked 
them over. We had made quite 
a haul. 

The armed man was Frank 
Conta, Scarface’s old assistant. 
The burly, round - shouldered 
man standing sullenly next to 
him was Steve Svoboda, Ca- 
pone’s ace brewer. The other 
three were truck drivers. 


For some reason, they were 
shorthanded this particular 
night but we had netted two 
big ones,,at least. Nobody had 
escaped. 


Word soon came to us 
through co-operative police 
sources that the mob, in a 


series of emergency meetings 
where Sicilian tempers flared 
to the explosive point, was 
heatedly discussing what 
should be done about us. 

“The way I get it from some 
of our stoolies,” said a police 
captain with whom I was 
friendly, “they've talked about 
rubbing out your outfit in 
every way possible, with the 
accent on the slowest methods 
imaginable. 

“Two things seem to be 
holding them back: That Ca- 
pone isn’t here and that you're 
Federal men.” 

“Searface Al” at this time 
still had a short stretch to 
serve on a Philadelphia gun- 
carrying charge. Had he been 
on hand, reprisal probably 
would have been instantan- 
eous. 

From our information it was 
obvious that at the moment 
the mob was like an octopus 
without eyes and none of the 
subchieftains wanted to as 
sume the responsibility for is- 
suing a death warrant against 
agents of Uncle Sam. 

Now we started to knock 
them over with headline-catch- 
ing regularity. 

Using the same tactics, we 
closed down another big brew- 
ery at 3136 South Wabash a 
few days after the first suc- 
cessful raid. This one mas- 


;

queraded as “The Old Reliable 
king Co.” 


In quick succession we 
knocked over a $125,000 brew- 
ery in a garage on the North 
Side, and a $100,000 plant at 
2024 South State. 

The first was discovered 
through an anonymous tele- 
phone tip. As it developed, 
however, it wasn’t a Capone 
brewery after all, but one op- 
erated by George (Red) Barker. 

Six men were taken into 
custody there, and then we 
captured another truck, 130 
barrels of beer, seven 1250- 
gallon vats of mash and a 
1500-gallon cooling vat filled 
with beer. 

The mob was ready to get 
tough, I learned later in the 
day. The information: came 
from a police lieutenant named 
Frank McCarthy with whom I 
had gone to high school. 

“Just thought you'd like to 
know that you're the chief 
topic of conversation in the 
Capone mob,” he told me over 
the telephone. “And I'd like 
to add that, personally, I don’t 
envy you.” 

“I know they’ve been dis- 
cussing us,” I replied. “What's 
new?” 

McCarthy's voice was seri- 


us. 

“Well, this time it’s big. 
Whatever they talked about 
before was small potatoes be- 
cause this meeting was called 
by Frank Nitti—and according 
to one of our most reliable 
sources, all the top echelon 
men were on hand. 

This brought me up straight

in my chair because “Frank, 
the Enforcer” headed Capone's 
“Department of Justice.” 


I listened tensely as Me- 
Carthy told me that accord- 
ing to his information the 
meeting had been attended 
by such gang leaders as 
Ralph Capone, Jack Guzik, 
Murray (the Camel) Hum- 
phries, “Three-fingered Jack” 
White, Tony (Mops) Volpe, 
“Bomber” Belcastro ithe 
“pineapple expert) and chief 
triggermen “Fur” Sammons 
and Phil D’Andrea. 


“The way I get it, they still 
aren't quite sure what the ‘Big 
Fellow’ would want done 
against a bunch of Federal 
men,” McCarthy said. 

“They had an argument over 
whether you should be rubbed 
out. Seems as if they’re going 
to try to get word from the 
‘Big Fellow,’ but in the mean- 
time, Eliot, if I was you I'd 
walk pretty careful. 

“These guys are nobody to 
monkey with and any one of 
"em might get an idea to go it 
alone.”

The Republican New 
York Herald Tribune 
says the vote will put 
the Democratic party un- 
der a severe handicap in* 
the 1958 congressional 
election campaign and in 
the 1960 presidential 
campaign. 

I do not think this is 
necessarily so if a large 
number of Democrats, 
who strongly believe in 
the recognition of ciVil rights, insist that their party write 
a platform that clearly spells out the Democrats’ position 
of equality for all American citizens. 


To the timid souls who would sacrifice their 
principles to keep the party together, I would 
say that in doing so they are likely to wreck the 
Party. 


A large number of Democrats believe in obeying the 
law and in the right of the Supreme Court to interpret 
the meaning of the law and the Constitution. They be- 
lieve, too, in the right of every citizen of the United States 
to be treated as an equal in every way. 

Discrimination is not equality. And the old doctrine 
of equal. but separate cannot hold any longer because the 
world has changed and we are engaged in a life and death 
struggle with the Soviet Union requiring that we win to 
our side the peoples in the uncommitted areas of the 
world. Many of them, being colored themselves, will turn 
away if we do not treat all of our own citizens on an 
equal basis. 


I WILL BE SURPRISED if the Post Office Depart- 
ment realizes the expected $547,000,000 increase in reve- 
nue as a result of the higher postal rates that went into 
effect last Friday. 


The ordinary person will, of course, take 
greater care and write fewer letters. Business 
firms and organizations, which really spend a 
great deal in mailing charges, may find it more 
difficult to cut down. But some of them certainly 
will economize on their mailing.

THERE IS ONE MAN at 
Cape Canaveral who has 
hated himself more than once 
in the last year or so. He is 
the range _ safety officer 
charged with pressing the 
“destruct” button if a ballis- 
tic missile goes off range or 
begins gyrating crazily. 

And every time he presses 
that button he is destroying 
from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 
worth of missile with nothing 
to show for it except negative 
results. 

What’s more, when he pushes 
the button he doesn’t always 
know whether he has exer- 
cised good or bad judgment. 

With airplanes it’s different. 
In today’s arsenal we have a 
store of pilotless airplanes. 
They fly over inhabited areas 
and no one questions whether 
they will crash. 


Recently there has been a 
rash of crackups of piloted air- 
planes in which many have 
been killed. Yet no one says, 
“Airplanes are unreliable. Let's 
stop flying them.” Instead we 
strive to make airplanes safer. 

Why not apply this reasoning 
to rockets? 

Today every large missile 
has safety measures built into 
it. An explosive called prima- 
cord is run along the entire 
missile to insure its destruc- 
tion if it malfunctions. If the 
rocket is staged there may even 
be destruct features in each 
stage. 


These explosives make mis- 
siles even more hazardous than 
they are to begin with. More- 
over, their weight reduces the 
amount of payload. And final- 
ly, every bit of extra instru- 
mentation is in itself a pos- 
sible source of malfunctioning. 

A rocket without the safety 
features would be a “cleaner” 
missile. Thus the demands of 
the safety people have have har handi- 
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fire a missile which has more 
than one chance in a million 
of crashing into this territory.
